sight. 

The new clinic is located 
within the Sight Center’s offices 
at 1819 Canton, downtown To- 
ledo and the official opening was 
celebrated with an open house in 
October, 1992. The 15,000 
square foot facility was built by 
very generous donors and local

foundations. It features a full 
screening lane, a training area 
with a wide variety of state-of- 
the-art optical and electronic de- 
vices, as well as a dispensing area. 

Comprehensive care is pro- 
vided in a multi-disciplinary ap- 
proach by a team of specialists 
from the fields of low vision and 
rehabilitation. The evaluation is 
conducted by Dr. Carol German, 
an eye care professional, who spe- 
cializes in Low Vision. She is a

highly trained professional, quali- 
fied to evaluate and examine a 
patient with a visual impairment 
and prescribe the appropriate 
treatment. 

Recommendations can include 
prescription optical and/or non- 
optical aids. Examples of these 
are spectacle mounted or hand 
held telescopes and near magni- 
fication aids, specialized light- 
ing and closed circuit televisions 
(CCTs); 

While low vision services are 
available to anyone with a visual 
impairment, a referral from an 
eye care specialist is necessary to 
schedule the initial appointment.
